Are Needed on Notes to Tokio 
»The Tokio Foreign Office, no doubt, has 


seriously considered setting up a Department 
of Apologies. 

Japan’s relations with the United States 
seem to have reduced themselves to offering 
unlimited excuses while continuing aggres- 
sion in China and increasing the danger of 


——SS world war. Yet it cannot be said that the 


latest note of protest handed by U. S. ambas- 
sador Joseph G. Grew in Tokio to Foreign 
Minister Hirohito does not have its effect, 
both in the United States and in Japan, in 
arousing popular sentiment against the war- 
ineiters. 

But what is lacking here is the fact that 
no matter how sharp the note, and no matter 
how profuse the apologies of the Japanese 
militarists, unilateral, or isolated action, of 
the United States gives the Japanese generals 
and diplomats an opportunity to file the notes 
of protest almost as fast as they receive them. 

The latest American note coming at a 
time when the League of Nations is meeting 
in Geneva with the question of Japanese ac- 
gression against China before it gives the 
protest more significance than if it were ad- 
dressed to Tokio at another time. 

Instead of showing signs of desiring to 
collaborate, the British Tories work behind 
the scenes to take the p of the Nazis as 
bearers of terms of sh surrender and 
„peace to the Chinese. Such antics on the 
part of the Chamberlain crowd, which writes 
love-letters to Mussolini and dispatches 
friendly envoys like Lord Halifax to Hitler, 
are not designed to assuage Japan’s war 
fervor. 

It is time the British people called a halt 
to the Tories encouragement of the Japanese 
(and other) aggressors, and collaborated with 
the United States, France and the Soviet 
Union along those collective lines which 
alone can bring péace to the world. 

More and sharper notes denouncing Ja- 
pan’s arrogant assaults on all who do not 
relish its barbarous invasion of China should 
go from Washington to Tokio. 

But the most effective remedy that will 
no longer necessitate note writing, but which 
will achieve peace, is collective action of the 
powers which desire peace.

Senator Copeland, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Commerce Committee, is leaving no stone 
unturned in an attempt to smash the Na- 
tional Maritime Union and discredit Amer- 
ican seamen. 

The recent “hearings” before the Com- 
merce Committee were used by the Hearst 
stooge Copeland to sling all sorts of slander- 
ous charges against seamen as being 
“drunken, unruly, mutinous and trouble- 
makers.” These charges were based on the 
alleged testimony of some mysterious and 
fantastic Captain “X,” who appears to be 
neither here nor there. 

This whole inquisition against the sea- 


men may have been regarded as slapstick. . 


But it revealed to what depths Copeland and 
the open shop ship owners would stoop to 
wipe out the NMU and the labor movement 
with it. 

Again and again, Copeland’s slimy at- 
tacks against the NMU and the seamen 
have been thoroughly exposed and refuted 
by the maritime workers themselves. Ships’ 
officers (as on the S. S. Black Falcon)—and 
even some of the shipping companies—have 
branded Copeland’s charges of “drunken, 
unruly” crews as lies. 

When Copeland obtained an inquiry into 
the alleged “disgraceful actions” of the 
crew of the S. S. President Hoover, U. S. At- 
torney Frank Hennessy after conducting the. 
inquiry stated: 

“The crew of the ship should be praised 
rather than criticized for its conduct after 
the ship was wrecked.” 

But Copeland has the dirty work of the 
reactionary ship owners to do, and isn’t 
easily discouraged. His latest move is to 
start a “deportation” inquiry to “get” Harry 
Bridges, president of the Longshoremen’s 
and Warehousemen's Union and Pacific Coast 
director of the CIO. None other than Sen- 
ator Arthur H. Vandenberg, errand boy of 
the fascist-minded Liberty Leaguers, re- 
quested the “inquiry.” 

Simultaneously three more of the heroic 
S. S. Algie seamen were framed And indicted 
by the notorious Brooklyn Grand Jury. 

The attack aginst Bridges and the Alxic 
seamen, the scurrilous charges against the 
N.M.U. and ships’ crews, are timed with 
Copeland's campaign to put over anti-lahor 
legislation. Copeland wants the N. au. U.
